METROPOLITAN POLICE BILL. 


We are indebted to our esteemed rep- 
resentative, Hon. DAN. ABLB, for @ Cor- 
rect copy of this document, andin view 
of its importance to the citizens of Mem- 
phis we publish it entire — reserving 
comment for a future issue. 

Our senator, Hon. Jonn W. 
and our members of the house for Shelby 
county, merit the cordial approbation 
of their constituents for their uniform, 
consistent and ardentopposition to this 
and every radical measure at variance 
with enlightened statesmanship and im- 

partial justice to the whole people of the 
state. 
The recent course of the radicals in 
the legislature has thoroughly disgusted 
the more honorable members of their 
own party, and Senator Musk, of Hen- 
derson, hitherto in accord with the 
dominant faction, has resigned his seat, 
because unable longer to countenance 
their action : 
AN ACT to Create an Additional Number of 
Justices ef the Peace and Notaries Public for 
the City of Memphis, in the County of 
Shelby, and for other Pury. ses 
Secrion 1. Beit cnacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
That there shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of the city of Memphis, in 
the county of Sheiby, eight justices of 
the peace for said city in addition to the 
number heretofore allowed by law, four 
of said justices to reside in the fifth and 
four in the fourteenth eivil districts of 
said county of Shelby, in which is sit- 
uated the said city of Memphis; said 
justices to be elected and commissioned 
as other justices in this state. 
See. 2. That there shall be appointed 
by the judge of the county court of 
Shelby county three notaries public for 
the city of Memphis in addition to the 
number now allowed by law. 
Sec. 3. That notaries public shall have 
the same power as justiceggof the peace 
of this state to administe ths, to take 
depositions, to qualify parties to bills in 
chancery and to affidavits in all cases, 
and in all such cases the notarial sea! 
shall be affixed. 
Sec. 4. That the town of Taylorsville, 
Johnson county, shall be entitled to one 
additional justice of the peace, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of the 


Jeivil district in which said town is sit- 


uated. 

See. 5. That the eighth civil district, in 
the county of Polk, shall elect one addi- 
tional justice of the peace, who shall 
reside at, and keep his office in, the town 
of Hiewassee, iu said civil district, with 
all the powers and privileges of other 
justices of the peece in said county. 

See. 6. That the sheriff of Haywood 
county’ shall have the authority and 
power to an additional deputy 
in Haywood county. 

Sec. 7. That any justice of the peace 
elected in and for any county of this 
state, who herea@fier shall open an office 
for the trial of causes in any other civi! 
district, city or ward, tlian the one in and 
for which such justice shall have been 
elected, shall thereby vacate his office, 
and the sheriff, upon giving the u-ual 
hotice required byAaw, shail proceed to 
elect a‘justice to [4] such vacancy. 

See. 8. That any justice of the ace 
in this state, who, from and after the 
passage of this act, shall continue in any 
office that he may have opened out of 
the civil district, city corporation or 
and for which he may have} 
been elected and resided for the period of 


17275 | ten days, ehall forfeit his office, anid the 


sheriff shall at once proceed to fill the 
vacancy, proceeding as directed in the 
code of Tennessee, section 342. 

Mee. He if furthe r enacted, That 
the charter of the city of Memphis be 
amended, as follows: That all revenue 
arising to the city of Memphis from 
taxes on sales and privileges, shall con- 
stitute a special fund, to be known as the 
metropolitan police fund, which shall be 
applied to the payment of the expenses | 
of the metropolitan police force within 
said city, and to no cther purpose what- 
ever, except as hereinafter provided. 

Hee. 10. That said tax shail be col- 
lected by thie city tax eollecior on privi- 
leges, who shall pay over to the financial 
commissioner of metropolitan police 
within the first five days of each month, 
the amount collected by him during the 
preceding month, 

Mec. 11, That soapppropriation for oth- 
er purposes than to defray the expenses 
of the metropolitan police force shall be 
paid out of this fund. The tax collector 
shall not receive in payment of said taxes 
any werranut drawn by virtue of any ap- 
propriation by the board of Sluermen, or 
for any indebtedness of the city of Mem- 
phis, other than the expenses of the me- 
tropolitan police force. 

Sec. 12. That all appropriations for po 
lice purposes shall be made by the board 
of police commissioners appointed by 
virtue of ‘‘an act to establish a metro- 
politan police district, and to provide for 
the government thereof,’ passed May 
14, 1565. Any warrant drawn by two or 
more of said commissioners, by virtue of 
such appropriation, shall be received by 
the tax collector in payment of said tax 
on privileges. 

Sec. 13. That in case the board of 
meyor and aldermen neglectaor refuse to 
levy the tax on sales and privileges, au- 
thorized by law, or shall fix the same at 
a less amount than the staté tax on like 
sales and privileges, then the board of 
police commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to levy such tax, which shail be 
collected in like manper as those levied 
by the board of mayor and aldermen. 

Sec. 14. Thatin case the city tax col- 
lector neglect or refuses to collect the tax 
on privileges, as provided for in this act, ) 
or neglects or refuses to pay over the 
amount colleeted to the financial com- 
missioner of the metropolitan ro 
board as herein provided, then the board 
of police commissioners shall appoint 3 
proper person to collect said taxes, who 
shall take the oath required by law, and 
give such bond as may be required by 
the board of commissioners, not lees than 
twenty-five thousand dollars nor more 
than fifty thousand doilara, and such 
person shall be entitled to the same com- 
pensation as is now allowed tothe city 
tax collector on privileges. 

Sec.:15. That the board of mayor and 
aldermen is authorized to increase the 
tax on tippling houses te two huadred 
and fifty doliars per annum, and in case 
of neglect or refusal to increase it to at 
least one hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum, then the board of police com- 
missioners is hereby authorized to levy 
the said tax of not less than one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, nor more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, the same to be 
collected by the tax collector as in other 
cases, 

Sec, 16. Any surplus remaining in the 
hanes of the police commissioners after 
defraying the expenses of the police, in- 
cluding the amount bavansed by the 
state and other indebtedness already in- 
eurred, shall be reported to the city con- 
troller, and paid over to the treasurer of 
the city of Memphis. 

Sec. 17. That no injunction shall be 
granted by any judge or court in this 
| state upon any Pbill alleging or involv- 
-ing the of this act, 
or of any provisions Whereof, or of the 
“Act to establish a metropolitan police 
district and to provide for the govern- 
ment thereof,’ or of any provision 
thereof, whereby apy person or officer 
shall be réstraiped from performing the 
duties required of him by this 
act, or b the said act to es- 
tablish a metropolitan police district, 
ete., except upon a full hearing on bill 
and answer; andin case an injunction 
be nted upon such hearing, an appeal 
shall lie to the supreme court, which, if 
if taken, shall suspend such injunction 
until otherwise decided upon final hear- 
} ing in said supreme court. 

see, 18. That whenever the board of 
mayor and aldermen of the city of 
Memphis shall make the necessary ap- 
propriation, and pay in money a suffi- 
cient sum to pay the treasurer of the 


state of Tennessee the money advanced 
by him on the comptroller's 


Warrant, 


and the money advanced by the Tennes- 
see national bank for the pay of the 
metropolitan police force of the city of 
Memphis, anda sufficient sum to sup- 
port the said force from month to 
month, then this act shall be void and 
of no effect. 

Sec. 19. That the treasurer of the state 
is hereby prohibited from making any 
further. payments for the use of metro- 
politan police purposes al Mempbia, 
Chattanooga and Nashville. 

See. 20. Thatevery officer or appointee 
of said metropolitan poliee shall, on the 
firet day of each month, file with the 
mayor of the city of Memphis a state- 
ment under oath, showing the amount 
in money or property that they have re- 
ceived, or which has passed through 
their hands, as rewards for services for 
captures or seizures, for levies or assess- 
ments, orin any manuer, or for any 
purpose whatever, from all persons dur- 
ing the preceding month, giving the 
namie of those from whom received, 
what for, and the dates when received, 
and account for the whole amount 
thereof, before they shall be entitled to 
receive their salaries or Compensalion as 
such officer or appointee. 

Sec, 21. Be if further enacted, That 
there shall be established ip the county 
of Shelby, in the state of Tennessee, & 
board of county commissioners, to ce 
sist of five persons, who, previous to th 
appointment or election, shall have been 
re-idents of said county not less than 
two years, each to serve for the period of 
five years, affl until his successor is 
elected and qualified, except only in case 
of appointment as hereinafter provided, 
one of whom shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of said county on the 
first Saturday of March of each year, 
the first election to take place in the 
year A, D. 1868, and annually thereafter ; 
and until which elections shall take place 
the said commissioners shall be appointed 
by the governor of this state, who shall 
designate in the commissions to be issued 
to each member of suid board the period 
at which their terms of service shall suc- 
cessively expire, the first to bold from

Sec. 23. That before any commissioner 
elected or appointed under this act 
shall enter upon the duties of his office, 
he shall give bond with good and sufli- 
cieut securities, in the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, to be approved by any 
jndge of a court of record in said county, 
conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties as such commissioner; and | 
shall likewise take and = subscribe | 
an oath of office, such as is now required 
by law for other county offices, before | 
any justice, judge or clerk now author 
ized to administer oaths, and the same | 
shall be indorsed upon the said bond, | 
which bond and approval of the same | 
by the court, together with the oath, | 
shall be filed and entered upon records of | 
said board of commissioners. And in | 
case any person elected or appointed as | 
such commissioner, to give bond as 
aforesaid before or at the next regular 
meeting of the said board, his office 
shall be declared vacant, and bis suc- 
cessor appointed by the remainder of the | 
board. 

Sec. 24. That the board of county com- 
missioners shail hold four sessions annu- |

NORTHERN LOVE FOR THE NEGRO. 
The Chicago 7imes, noticing an inde-' 
cent libel on the people of the South," 
published by a scoundrel named Bris- 
BIN, thus disposes of the matter of amal- 
gamation : 
This assertion with relation to amal- 


standing arguments which have beeu in 
use by republican demagogues ever since 
their party: had an existence. It is like 
another equally familiar one, to the 
effect that southern white men not only 
bad each a vote, but also three additional 
votes for every five of their colored 
chattels. There are good, honest, but 
not remarkably intelligent republicans 
Without number who, to this day, be- 
lieve that amalgamation is the rule i: 
the south, and that, before the fall of 
slavery, every planter went to the polls 
and deposited three votes as often as he 
had five slaves, 

The question of amalgamation, sp in- 
sultingly presented by this fellow Brisbin, 
scarcely deserves notice. Its assertions 
are, however, in concord with the senti- 
ments of a great many well meaning 
persona at the north, of all parties. 

Supposing, for an instant, that the 
chatge of extended amalgamation in the 
ease of the south be true, wherein is it 
worse than the social evil which exists: 
at the north? Just at the present mo- 
ment, pulpit, preas and legislation all 
over the north are occupied by the ques- 
tion of how to check the tremendousevils 
of prostitution. We presume no one will 
doubt that in proportion to our. popula- 
tion we had ten white prostitutes to 
every one found in the south before the 
war. Admitting, for the moment, the 
truth that the southern people amalga- 
mated with their negroes, the chief 
difference between the north and south 
appears to be that the victims of the one 
were white, and of the other, negro 
women. As to which isthe lesser of two 
such evils, there can be no question. If 
we admit all that is charged by such 
fellows as Brisbin, it must follow that 
our own system of prostitution is infi- 
nitely the worse of the two. 

It does not happen, however, that'the 
charge of amal)amation is as true when 
applied to the south as tothe north, If 
statistics prove anything, if cessus re- 
turns have any Value, the great paradise 
for the breeding of mulattoes is not the 
south, but the northern states. Any- 
body can verify this who will turn to the 
last census reports. In godless South 
Carolina, the very “ head and front’’ of 
rebellion, chivalry and representative

Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas and Arkan- 
sas, and disfranchised citizens of the 


State of Tennessee, avowing our alle 


giance to the Constitution of the United 


States, and our respect for the just rights” 
of all the citizens and subjects of the 


I'nited States under that Constitution 


affected with the deepest anxiety, and 
most alarming apprehensions at those 
grievances and distresses with which 
the People of those Provinces and the 
disfranchised Citizens of Tennessee are 
oppressed ; having ‘taken under our 
most serious deliberation the state of all 
that the 
present unhappy situation of our affairs 
is occasioned by a ruinous system of 
measures adopted by the Congress of 


our Southern. Country, find, 


the United States, reducing to the Prov- 
inces aforesaid, the States lately existing 
under the same names, and providing 
for the government and administration 


thereof, and proscribing, disfranchising, 


disqualifying and incapacitating to vote 
or hold office the larger part of the people 
of the same, and placing the same under 
Military rule, suspending therein the 


privilege of the writ of Habeas Corpus 
threatening to confiscate the lands of all 


and proposing 4 standing army of whites 
and negroes to dragoon the people into 
the acceptance of indiscriminate Negro 
Suffrage ;—all which measures, enacted 
and proposed, and others in respect to 
the Chief Executive Magistrate and the 
Supreme Judicial Tribunal, are evidently 
calculated fer inslaving these Provinces 
and part of the people of the States of 


Tennessee, Missouri, 


Kentucky and 


Maryland, and with them the other of 


the United States. 


In prosecution of which system, va- 
rious -amendments to the Constitution 
have been made and proposed, and vari- 
ous acts passed, without the concurrence 
of the said ten States, now reduced to 
the condition of Provinces, for - placing 
the political powers of the said Provinces 
in the hands of negroes recently emanci- 
pated, and by their votes determining 
upon the provisions of new Constitu- 
tions, wherewith to re-create the said 
States as commonwealths under negro

To obtain redress of these grievances, 
which threaten destruction to the lives, 


liberty and property of the subjects of 


the United States in the said Provinces 
and of the disfranchised citizens of the 
State of Tennessee, we are of opinien 
that a non-importation, non-consump- 
tion and non-exportation agreement, 
faithfully adhered to, will prove the 
most speedy, effectual and peaceable 
measure: and therefore we do firm] 
agree and associate, under the sacred 

of virtue, honour and love for our coiin- 
try, as follows; 

First :—That from and after the first 
day of May next, we will not purchase 
any goods, wares or merchandize what- 
ever, with the use or consumption 
whereof we can possibly dispense with- 
out injury to our health or that of our 
families, or deprivation of the ordinary 
and moderate comforts of life, unmingled 
with its luxuries, when such goods, wares 
and merchandize have been manufac- 
tured in any of the States north of the 
Susquehanna, the Ohio and the Missouri, 
or imported from foreign countries into 
any of the ports of any of the said States. 

SEcoND :—That after the said first day 
of May next we will purchase nothing 
whatever from any person or firm that 
shall have come into our country from 
any one of the Northern States aforesaid, 
nor from any firm of which any person 
from or living in such Northern States is 
a member; unless such person or persons 
shall have become @ permanent resident 
of the country in which we reside, and 
be known to be a true friend to us and to 
our States, and opposed to the grievances 
and oppressions aforesaid. 

Turrp :—That we will hereafter pur- 
chase no books published in the N orthern 
States, when wecan purchase the same 
from England or other countries abroad ; 
nor will we subscribe for or purchase any 
periodicals, of any kind, published by 
persons or houses who’ have libelled the 
people of the Southern States, and reviled 
them, or suffered it to be done in books, 
pamphlets or periodicals published by 
them, bor any newspapers that have ap- 
proved the establishment of a military 
despotism in the South, .or the admission 
of the negro race to the right of suffrage. 

FourTH :—We will use our utmost en- 
deavors to encourage frugality, economy 
and industry, and promote agriculture, 
arts and the manufactures in our States 
and Provinces, especially those of cotter, 
wool and iron; and will 

enance 
and discourage the wearing 
and silks and other co’ Uy fabrics, and 
jewelry and ornaW* ots; and will also 
discountenance and discourage every 
species of ext svagance and dissipation, 
gil tournaments and horse- 
‘i. and all kinds of gaming, cock- 
> sing, exhibitions of shows, plays, 
/peras, and other expensive diversions 
and entertainments; and none of our 
families will dress expensively and gau- 
dily, but neatly and cheaply, in cloths 
made inthe South, and calicoes and 
, homespuns, a8 modest women in a dis- 
tressed country should do. | 

:—That euch as are venders of 
goods or merehandize will not take ad- 
vantage of the scarcity of goods tbat 
gusy be occasioned by this association,

Nintu :—That there shall be an Ex- 
ecutive Committee for each Province, 
and one for the State of Tennessee, con- 
vening at such place or places as they 
may determine; and a General Com- 
mittee for all the said Provinces and said 


which shall convene at times fixed by 
itaelf, and at places fixed by itself: and 


Committee shall not be knewn to any 
except the Sons; and those of the Gen- 
eral Committee only to the Executive 
Committees. 

TenTH :—That all manufactures of the 
said Provinces and States be sold at 
reasonable prices, so that no undue ad-

ELEVENTH :—That in paying debts we 
will prefer those. who are of our kindred 
and blood, to those who have again de- 
clared war against us, and whose repre- 
sentatives are seeking to oppress us and 
drive us from our homes.

we can help and avoid the laws, but will 
hold them as unworthy of the rights of 
freemen, and as inimical to the liberties 
of their country. 

THIRTEENTH :—That we will encour- 
age the immigration into our Provinces 
and the States aforesaid, of artizans, me- 
chanics, laborers and domestics from 
Europe and the Northern States, and 
will employ and kindly entreat and pre- 
fer them; and will also employ. such 
attorneys, counsellors and divines as 
are of our kindred, in preference to 
those who come among us to despoil us. 

FOURTEENTH :—That we will not in- 
sure with any Northern Company, or its 
agency, after the expiration of our pres- 
ent policies, nor travel on Northern 
railroads, nor visit Northern cities, ex- 
cept when business or duty renders it 
unavoidable. 

And we do solemnly bind ourselves, 
under the ties aforesaid, to adhere to 
this Association, until all acts of the 
Congress of the United States that dis- 
franchise any part of our people, or take 
from usand our States any of our or 
their censtitutional rights, privileges, 
prerogatives or immunities, or destroy 
any of the safeguards of our English 
liberty, shail be repealed, and until our 
Provinces shall be again restored to their 
dignity and prerogatives as States, and 
received again into the Union as it was 
constituted by the fathers, and there is 
on@ee more a republican government ef 
the only race that has proven itself 
capable of self-gevernment. And we 
recommend to the Sons of 1774 in every 
Province, and to the Committees, Ex- 
ecutive and General, ta establish such 
further regulations as they may think 
proper for carrying into execution these 
Articles of Association. 

And we do solemnly pledge unto each 
other eur sacred honor, that we will keep 
secret whatever in respect to the said As- 
sociation it may not be prudent to make 
known, andthat we will regard the 
Committees, Executive and General, as 
the lawful Chiefs of the Association, and 
will be governed by their determinations 
in all things whatsoever; Provided that 
these be net contrary to our oaths of 
allegiance and pledges of loyalty to the 
United States, but intended only to re- 
elaim by peaceable means our legal and 
Constitutional rights, and to restore these 
Provinces to their ancient rights as 


States. 
Whereof being not ashamed, nor afraid 


to assert and maintain our rights as free 
men, we do hereunto set our respective 
names. 
NO DISQUALIFICATION 10 VorTEs 
WITHOUT TRIAL AND CONVICTION. 
We publish in other columns a most 
important and conclusive opinion, by 
one of the Courts of highest authority 
in the country, the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania. 
It decides that a citizen cannot be de- 
prived of his right to vote for any of- 
fence by a law passed after the commis- 
sion of the offence, unless it was a con- 
tinuing one. 
That Congress can neither give or take 
away the right of franchise in a Siate: 
though it may provide that citizenship 
shall be forfeited by the commission of a 
particular offence. 
But that it cannot provide for the re- 


offence, without. previous trial and 
conviction of the party by due course of 
law. 

lt follows, of course, that no person 
can be required to swear that he has j0/ 
committed the offence, as a condition 
precedent to his right to vote. Only the 
fact of conviction will exclude him. 


Otherwise, he might still be excluded, 


though he had been tried and acyMi@d.

be punished on conviction of the same, 
with forfeiture of citizenship and death, 
or, in lieu of the latter, such other pun- 
isiment as by the sentence of a court 
martial may be inflicted, would any one 
contend that any portions of this punish- 
ment could be inflicted without congic- 
tion and sentence? Assuredly not; and 
if not, so must the act of 1865 be eon- 
strued now. It means that the forfeiture 
which it prescribes, like all other penal- 
ties, must be adjudged to the convicte 
person, after trial by a court martial, and 
sentence approved. For the conviction 
and sentence of such a court therecan be 
no substitute. They alone establish the 
guilt of the accused, and fasten upon 
him the legal consequences. Such, we 
think, is the true meaning of the act, a 


without losing sight of all the previous 
legislation respecting the same subject 
matter, bo part of which does this act 
profess to alter. 

It may be added that this construction 
is not only required by the universally 
mimitted rules of statutory interpreta- 
tion, but itis in harmony with the per- 
sonal rights secured by the constitution, 


lohave kept in view. It gives to the 
nccused a trial before swora judges, a 
right to challenge, au opportunity of de-

It preserves the 
common law presumption of innocence, 
until he has been adjudged guilty ac- 
cording to the forms of law.
